1. After a ppro v a l by the President and the Attorney General, recommend 
the Director issue a formal statement to the Press as follows: 

"Published reports that officials of the Central Intelligence 
Agency misled or deceived President Kennedy in any phase of the Bay 
of Pigs project are false, 

"Reports that m Official of CIA told Cubans who formed the 
invasion Brigade that the invasion would continue even thou^i ’forces 
in the Administration* ordered it stopped, are false. 

"Burners that Attorney General Robert Kennedy sponsored a hook, 

'She Bey of Pigs 1 , that contains math charges are false. Sr. Kennedy 
did not sponsor the hook. Se and I and others who Isaev of the 
bravery of the Cuban authors were proud of their stacecssful efforts 
to withstand jj^riaenment in Cube but X canno t remain silent to the 
inaccurate end most serious charges contained in their book. Presi- 
dent Kennedy's pises in American and World history la assured; he 
n e e ds no false claims.
